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ARCHITECTURAL COPYRIGHT 


N July 31, an important judgment was given by Mr. 

Justice Uthwatt in the Chancery Division in the case 

of Meikle and Others v. Maufe and Another anent copyright 
in architects’ documents. 

In commenting on the case it would be best first to give 
a short digest of the law relating to such copyright. The 

Copyright Act, 1911, confers the protection of copyright 
on any original literary, dramatic, musical or artistic work. 
The originality to be proved is the expression of thought ; 
and means, in effect, that the work must not have been 
copied from another. 

Artistic works include works of painting, drawing, sculp- 
ture and artistic craftsmanship. The essential character, 
design or model of a building or structure having an artistic 
character or design is copyright, but the process or method 
of construction is not. An artistic work is not, however, 
protected under this Act if it is capable of being registered 
as a design under the Patents and Designs Act, 1907, and is 
used or intended to be used as a model or pattern to be 
multiplied by any industrial process. It is difficult to 
determine whether or no a painting, drawing or print is 
capable of registration as a design, and each case can only 
be settled individually. A design or picture which is a 
complete work in itself, and is not intended as a feature of 
pattern or ornament for some article of manufacture, is not 
capable of registration. is 

Copyright, of course, vests in the first place in the author 
or joint authors of a work. The author-is the person whose 
name appears as having actually written, drawn or composed 
it. A person who merely suggests the idea to another is not 
the author, nor even a joint author. 

A work may be protected as an artistic work irrespective 
of its artistic merits ; it could be protected if what itis sought 
to protect is not the design portrayed but the invention or 
idea which it decorates. Joint authors are persons who by 
collaboration produce a work in which the contribution of 
any one of them is not distinct from the contribution of the 
others. The term of copyright, in works published or 
performed in public during the author’s lifetime, is the 
lifetime of the author plus fifty years after his death. 

When an architect ig employed to prepare plans, etc., 
for remuneration, these documents become, when paid for, 
and in the absence of any specific agreement to the contrary, 
the property of the employer, but the copyright in them 
remains the property of the architect. It would only become 
the property of the employer if it had been expressly assigned 
to him by agreement. : 

Copyright is infringed if any person does anything the 
sole right to do which is, by the Copyright Act, 1911, con- 
ferred upon the owner of the copyright, without the consent 
of such owner, and infringement may be pleaded not only 
by exact reproduction of the whole or part, but by a colour- 
able imitation. ; 

If a copyright has been i the owner is entitled to 
seek as a remedy an igjunction, , ete., as are custom- 
arily conferred by law for the infringement of any right, 
but no action in the Court may be commenced after the 
expiration of three years immediately following the infringe- 
ment complained of. At the trial of a copyright action, 
expert evidence is admissible to. point out coincidences, 
similarities, and other evidence of identity, but a witness 


may not state, as his opinion, that there has been copying. 
The costs of all parties in any. ings for infringement 
of copyright are in the absolute di ion of the Court. 

The foregoing is borne out by the decision of the Court in 
we — case of Meikle and Others v. Maufe and Another,

Briefly, the facts of the case were that, in 1910, Arno 
Dunbar Smith and Cecil Brewer were in partnership as 
architects, and were employed by Messrs. Heal. 
provided for remuneration plans for rebuilding the whole of 
Heal’s premises, Nos. 195-199, Tottenhami Court Road. 
From these plans the Northern section, comprising Nos. 
195-196, were in fact rebuilt. Messrs. Heal admitted this 
in Court, as also the fact that this section was completed in 
1917, and further that in 1935, Messrs. Heal instructed 
their co-defendant, Mr. Maufe, to other drawings 
and plans of the Southern section of the building, compris- 
ing Nos. 197-199, which was duly rebuilt. 
~ It was in respect to the rebuilding of Nos. 197-199 that the 
plaintiffs claimed that they or their were the 
joint owners of the copyright in the plans used, and that 
there had been an infringement of their original plans. The 
defendants denied that Messrs. Smith and Brewer were the 
first authors of, the plans, and, in the alternative, that there 
was no copyright in the architecture.° 

During the proceedings it transpired that Mr. Meikle, 
one of the plaintiffs, had been an assistant to Messrs. Smith 
and Brewer, in particular in 1919, when Mr. Dunbar Smith 
was carrying on the practice alone, and that the books of 
the partnership were now in Mr. Meikle’s B rrgoeg: and 
that he held the copyright in 12 drawings which Mr. Maufe 
purchased in 1935. The copyright had not, however, been 
legally assigned to him. Sir Ambrose Heal also admitted 
having discussed the question of the extension with Mr. 
Meikle before the building of the Southern section was 
commenced. 

The hearing oceupied nine days, some 1,000 plans and 
drawings being before the Court. Several well-known 
architects were examined as expert witnesses. Z

NOTES AND NEWS 


National Building Council. 

Tus Minister of Works, in pursuance of 
the policy of co-ordinating the war-time 
building effort of the country, has decided 
to establish a National Building Council 
representative of the principal interests of 
the industry. The names of the members 
of the Council will be made public in the 
near future. In the meantime it is 
announced that the Official .Chairman 
will be Mr. Hugh Beaver, M.Inst.C.E., 
M.I.Chem.E., Director-General of the 
Ministry of Works and Buildings. Sir 
Ernest Simon will be Deputy Chairman. 


S.P.A.B. Annual Report. 

Tue 63rd annual report of the Society 
for the Protection of Ancient Buildings 
(now published from 53, Great Ormond- 
street, W.C.1) records a busy and useful 
year, particularly in regard to the care 
of ancient buildings under air-raid con- 
ditions. Not all the destruction noted 
during the year is attributable to the 
Nazis, however; a case in point concerns 
the Shambles at Potton, Beds, illustrated 
on this page, which was given by Sir 
Malcolm Stewart, the owner, to the Bed- 
fordshire C.C. on the understanding that 
they were to restore the Palladian north 
front, with the later clock tower, but that 
the flanking wings on the north side, to- 
gether with the colonnaded shambles, 
might be demolished. The Georgian 
Group of the §.P.A.B. approached the 
Biggleswade R.D.C., the local authority, 
asking whether, in the event of the Group 
raising a sufficient sum to repair them, 
they would maintain them. This the 
Council declined to undertake, and we 
now learn that a portion of the arcade 
has been demolished. The Group has 
again made a strong protest to the Bed- 
fordshire C.C., and we trust that this 
time the County Council will realise its 
responsibilities and aid in the preserva- 
tion of this unique building.

Federation of the Professions. 
To roe Eprror or The Builder. . 

Sir,.—In view of the.proposal to estab- 
fish a Central Planning Board, the letter 
of the Secretary of the Town Planning 
Institute in your issue of July 11 was quite 
opportune. The spirit that animated the 
founders of that Institute was excellent, 
and the type of men chosen to form its 
first council all that could be wished. 
The great experience of the late Thomas 
Adams entitled him to initiate. But all 
these methods of formation of organisa- 
tions are really obsolete. Had a federa- 
tion of the professions been in existence, 
the procedure would have been quite 
different. Account would have been taken 
of the fact that there were already in 
existence several institutions which had 
the subject of town planning in their 
examination curricula. In view of that, 
the question would have been discussed as 
to which (if any) of those institutes should 
have taken over control of the work, or 
whether it was really desirable to form a 
new ad hoc body. The present joint ex- 
amination board is clearly not a final 
‘solution of the question. It is wasteful 
for four or more institutes to continue 
examining in the subject. 

Really, this question opens up the 
wider question of the overhauling of the 
curricula of the different institutions. 
There has been no regulation of their 
inception or growth, and the consequence 
is much overlapping and much acrimony 
as to which should be exclusive subjects 
for each institute. 

You invite, sir, a lead on this subject. 
It is appropriate for one of the old and 
powerful institutes to make a generous 
gesture. 

Perhaps the best solution of the prob- 
lem would be to make the Town Planning 
Institute the basis of such a central body 
as is now envisaged. 

War shows the necessity of organisa- 
tion and co-ordination, and they are 
attained much more quickly than in 
peace. Englishmen have indulged liberty 
excessively. No sectional rights should 
be acquired until some competent autho- 
rity has examined the question whether 
rights would be infringed elsewhere and 
whether the interests of the community 
require the proposed association.

Appointment of Official Architects. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 

Sir,—Every city, borough and town 
should have an official architect. The 
Local Government Act obliges every local 
authority to appoint a Clerk, a Medical 
Officer of Health, and an Erigineer and 
Surveyor, but they are under no obliga- 
tion to appoint an architect. In the best 
interests of the public this matter should 
receive attention. 

It is now appreciated that the functions 
of engineer and architect are different 
though complementary. Both are distinct 
professions, and the fact requires official 
recognition. While engineering covers 
Many subjects, the architect is primarily 
concerned with building. The most im- 
Portant consideration in any new build- 
ing scheme is design, and here it is essen- 
tially important to have the services of 
an architect. It is impossible to design 
buildings with a slide-rale and 6H pencil. 

In the approaching era of reconstruction 
the architect isindispensable, and it would 
strengthen the staffs of all local authori- 
ties to provide for an official architect. 
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Some progressive councils have already 
done 80, while others are contemplating 
taking this step, and so ensure that all 
future buildings are designed by those 
who have made architecture their particu- 
lar profession.

The Grouping of Small Firms. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 

S1r;—This part of the reorganisation of 
the industry is being viewed with some 
concern, but until the full details are 
known it is perhaps unfair to make any 
Griticism of it. If the scheme means that 
all the medium and small building firms 
have to be controlled by one of the large 
firms, then it is time that a strong pro- 
test were made against it. Why should 
we sink our individuality to bow the 
knee to a few appointed dictators of the 
industry? If the industry is in such a 
muddle that it needs reorganising, then it 
should be taken over at once by the 
Government, and then large and small 
firms could and would operate on an 
equal basis. 

A good deal of the muddle has been 
caused by the “ grab-all ” methods of the 
large firms. They have been awarded 
numerous contracts when they have not 
had staff or men to deal with them at a 
time when the smaller firms would have 
welcomed a contract. They advertise for 
staff and seek the aid of the Ministry of 
Labour to get them the labour for these 
Government contracts. If these contracts 
had been properly allocated to the indus- 
try, the medium and smaller firms would 
have retained their staff and workpeople, 
instead of losing them to assist those 
selfish firms who have no conception of 
the “live and let live” ideas of life. 
*As yet there appears to be no control 
of the labour provided by the Ministry of 
Labour to contractors on Government 
work once that labour has been: taken 
over by the contractors. The Ministry of 
Labour should insist that the labour 
should be at his disposal when each 
Government contract is finished, so that 
he could reallocate it to the most deserv- 
ing contracts. This would prevent the 
monopoly of labour now exercised by the 
few large firms, and it would give to other 
firms an opportunity to make a living. A 
fairer distribution of labour is long over- 
due, and if this cannot be done through 
the medium of the Ministry of Labour, 
then it should be done by conscription of 
the industry. If other firms of medium 
size have had the same difficulty in 
obtaining labour as I have they will no 
doubt agree that conscription would be 
preferable to any grouping scheme.

His Lorpemr delivered his reserved 
judgment im the action by Mr. Joseph A. 
Meikle, F.R.LBA.. Mrs. Clara Ellen 
Smith, a widow, and Mr. Frank W. 
Chaplin, against Mr. Edward Maufe, 
ARA. F.RIBA., of Buxted, Sussex, 
and Heal & Son, Ltd., house furnishers, 
of Tottenham Court-road, London, for 
damages for infringement of copyright in 
architectural work. 

Mr. Meikle’s claim was in his personal 
capacity, and the plaintifis’ (Mrs. Smith 
and Mr. Chaplin) claim was in the 
alternative as executors of Arnold W. 
Smith, deceased, for damages for infringe- 
ment of copyright in architectural draw- 
ings and plans made by Cecil C. Brewer 
and Smith for the building occupied by 
Heal & Son, Ltd.. in Tottenham Court-

, Ltd., decided to extend their 

ildi an addition on the south of 

existing building, and that they de- 

cided to have Mr. Maufe as their archi- 

tect. Plaintiffs’ complaint was that Mr. 

Maufe had carried out the extension by 
copying plaintiffs’ work. 

Mr. Maufe denied infringement of 
plaintiffs’ copyright, and pleaded that 
the facade had to be the same in order 
to have uniformity in the extension of 
the building. The details, however, were 
entirely different. It was also pleaded 
im regard to the facade that there was an 
implication for the continuity of the 
building in keeping with the part already 
erected. 

Mr. C. Harman, K.C., and Mr. J. 
Mould appeared for the plaintiffs, and 
Mr. Shelley, K.C., and Mr. Guy Aldous 
represented the defendants. 

The hearing of the case occupied the 
Court for nine days, and there were over 
one thousand exhibits in the case, includ- 
ing plans and drawings and photographs. 
Proceedings were reported in The Builder 
for May 16, 23 and 30. 


Judgment.

It was the original work of 
the partners working together. Subject 
to the point of law raised, the copyright 
was in their name, they having collabor- 
ated in the work, and they were well 
fitted for the combination. The result of 
their work was a novel building of an 
artistic character being erected in Totten- 


ham Court-road. The design was one — 


which could be copied and reproduced in 
any extension of the building. In his 
lordship’s view, Smith and Brewer were 
alone responsible for the work. It was 
not disputed that, if a copyright existed, 
some benefit in that copyright was vested 
in the plaintiff, he owning a legal and 
equitable interest in the copyright. 

When Messrs. Heal decided to extend 
their building they engaged Mr. Maufe 
to carry out the extension, and he made 
a continuity with minor differences. His 
object was to make the new addition look 
like the old and he succeeded. The result 
was the present new portion.. There were 
certain changes in the design. 

With regard to the interior, his lord- 
ship could not go into all the details, but 
there was a reproduction here and there 
which was a breach of the copyright. 

The defendants had sought to justify 
their action on the ground that it was 
agreed with Smith and Brewer, or im- 
pliedly agreed, that the building could be 
reproduced in a manner to constitute one 
architectural building. He accepted the 
evidence of Sir Ambrose Heal that before 
the new building was erected he discussed 
the question of the extension with Mr. 
Meikle. There had been a breach here 
by the defendants, and the question was 
now one of damages for general infringe- 
ment of plaintiffs’ copyright. He assessed 
the sum at £150. 
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, selected, it does not appear to me that the 
porta of fees paid in these circumstances 
are of any great assistance in assessing the 
damages. ; 

Fourthly, some reliance was placed and 
some insistence was made on the fact that. 
some journals contained matter which attri- 
puted the architectural work for the whole 
building to Mr. Maufe, and that there was 
some likelihood of the connection of the name 
of Smith and Brewer with the building being 
lost. As to this, it may be observed that none 
of the copyrights in question are vested in 
the presext firm of Smith and Brewer; 
Mr. Meikle is the only member of the firm 
who has any interest in them. Further, it 
may be added that neither Mr. Meikle nor his 
partner had any part or lot in the prepara- 
tion of the design of the original building or 
the plans which they embody, and that there 
still remains engraved on the wall of the 
original building the names of Mr. Brewer 
and Mr. Smith as its architects. 

Lastly, in a letter of July 26, 1935, Sir 
Ambrose Heal courteously explained to Mr. 
Meikle that his name had been considered by, 
the defendant company when the selection of 
an architect was under discussion, and that 
the company had no doubt but “‘ that Mr. 
Manfe would follow out and develop in a con- 
temporary manner Cecil Brewer's original 
design with the fullest sympathy and insight.” 
To that Mr. Meikle gave an equally courteous 
reply, making no comment on the phrase I 
have quoted. Following on this, Mr. Maufe, 
with the correspondence between Sir Ambrose 
and Mr. Meikle before him, wrote to Mr. 
Meikle about his selection as an architect, and 
Mr. Meikle, in reply to Mr. Maufe’s letter, 


_ ing that, to quote Mr. Meikle.

AccoMMODATING 500 GIRLS anp 500 
boys, this school, which has a rela- 
tively large site, stands on an excel- 
lent position overlooking the Divis 
Mountain and the Belfast Lough. 
It presented, however, certain diffi- 
culties in planning, as there was 
already on the site an old country 
house used for the girls’ school and 

group of Nissen huts used for the 
poys’ sehool; the new building had 
to be planned to avoid interference 
with these existing buildings, which 
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could not be d down until the 
new building been completed. 

The new building provides for 
separate schools for boys and girls. 
For economy, the assembly hall 
and art room had to be planed so 
that they would be available for use 
by either school without interference 
to each other. A feature of interest 
is the semi-circular art room and 
cookery room; a logical and econo- 
mic shape for a cookery room where 
there are demonstrations by the 
teacher and for the art room where 
the class can be grouped round a 
central model. The other special 
rooms, handicraft and woodwork 
and science, are square. 


The corridors are fitted with a 
continuous range of steel french 
casements which can be all thrown 
open in hot or suitable weather. 
Assembly hall is fitted with a 
cinema room and loudspeaker for 
broadcasting. 


The plan is on the courtyard 
principle, one wing providing 
accommodation for the boys’ school, 
the other for the girls, all class- 
rooms having south-east lighting. 
The area between these wings, 
which are connected at one end by 
the assembly hall and at the other 
by the cookery and art rooms, is 
turfed, with flagged paths, and a 
large border planted with chrysan- 
themums, dahlias and other flowers.

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PROTECTIVE WALL DESIGN 
FOR FACTORIES 


Tur Research and Experiments Department 
of the Ministry of Home Security has issued 
a Bulletin (C.18 dealing with “‘ Recent De- 
velopments in Protective Wall Design for 
Factories,’ in which it is pointed out that 

rotective walls, which are very necessary for 
ocalising the effects of explosions, are in 
many factories bei built to a definite pro- 
gramme. This raadigpens f involves much ex- 
penditure of labour and materials, and as 
both are in short supply it is most important 
that they should be used to the best advan- 


“Fritherto the commonest form of protective 
wall has been built of 134-in. brick, some- 
times with pier buttresses of arbitrary height 
up to about 8 ft. Although such walls give 
protection to the standard for which they 
were intended, experience shows that when 
bombs explode near them they can them- 
selves be a source of serious d. : 

Much research has been pls ing walls 
which will not only give protection against 
close explosions, but which will not form 
missiles or overturn on to nearby plant and 
workers. 


In addition to the design of the wall, the 
relation between plant and processes and the 
walls to protect has been studied. This 
necessitates consideration of internal factory 
planning, and it has generally been found 
possible to take much of the sting out of 
enemy attack without seriously obstructing 
normal production. 

It is not yet possible, and it probably never 
will be possible, to produce a universal guide 
to design, but rationally designed protective 
wall schemes are being tried in many fac- 
tories and, with increasing knowledge, the 
technical principles can be rapidly adapted 
and applied more widely. In this way it is 
hoped that knowledge on this vital subject 
will be made increasingly available to those 
responsible for ensuring continuity of produc- 
- at least cost and with the smallest dis- 
ocation. 


Tt is almost as common for explosions to 
occur at roof level as on or below floor level. 
Realistie protective design has to take this 
seriously into account. 

A protective wall subjected to a near bomb 
explosion may fail by being shattered into 
fragments forming destructive missiles; by 
overturning, causing serious casualties to 
workers taking emergency shelter and in 
damage to plant; or by being blown bodily 
across the shop, sweeping all before it. The 
designs have been developed to lessen the 
possibility of these sources of failure. A prin- 
ciple of the design is that the resistance of 
the component: parts of the wall is graded so 
that, under excessive blast, the wall will bend 
over a comparatively short distance, without 
overturning or disintegrating. The wall con- 
sists of panels of reinforced concrete or rein- 
forced brickwork nning between steel 
verticals. These verticals are attached to feet 
in the form of spreader channels resting on, 
or preferably sunk in, the floor. 

Tables are given in the Bulletin to show 
how the strength of the various wall com- 

nents is graded to ensure that the wall 

haves correctly. At first sight it might be 
thought that the els were unduly stro 
relative to the R.8.J. verticals, but it is 
the first importance to ensure against failure 
of the panels, with the resulting production 


of dangerous missiles. 

_ Variations will suggest themselves to de- 
signers; but the relative strength of the com- 
Sigg should not be altered appreciably. 
he detail of the connection of the R.8.J. 
Verticals to the horizontal channels be 
simplified by welding. Precast reinf 
concrete sections can 4 used for A as 
with the ends of the horizontal reinforcing 
bars left protruding and welded to the steel 
verticals, the latter being provided with 
tm situ concrete casing. The steel frames can 
be placed direct on the existing floor, but if 
this is done, each frame should be rag-bolted 
to the floor by not less than four j-in. bolts. 
With reinforced concrete panels, ends of 
the main horizontal reinforcizg rods may be 
booked round the flanges of the 9 in. by 4 in:

Attack.”” In this it is pointed out that man 
cases of structural collapse of roof pr aoe 
would have been Fangs reduced or prevented 
altogether had simple precautions out- 
lined in Bulletin C.15 been taken. Many 
incidents have been reported where the 
— of a stanchion by a bomb falling 
close to it has caused the valley or eaves beam 
that it was supporting to co , bringi 
down the trusses which it carried. Sometimes 
the damage has spread far beyond those 
trusses carried on the affected beams, due to 
the pull exerted by the falling steelwork along 
the purlins connected to trusses beyond the 
area of the explosion. 

The present Bulletin confines itself to giving 
two generally applicable structural methods 
for strengthening existing structures. Some 
notes are also included on the repair of 
damaged members by means of arc-welding. 
The details shown are typical and suitable for 
average welders. There will be many cases, 
however, which cannot be covered in such a 
general way. In exceptional cases special 
advice is necessary. 

Repairs are often delayed and made difficult 
owing to the very limited stocks of steel sec- 
tions available for this purpose. When weld- 
ing is adopted, alternative sections may be 
used in many cases without difficulty,

Repairs to Bombed Buildings. 

Mr. Cove asked the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Works and Buildings 
how many building workers were at present 
occupied in the reconstruction of bombed 
buildings; whether he was aware that 
Christie's showrooms and the Leicester-square 
Cinema were being reconstructed; and 
whether he was satisfied that all this work 
was of national imiportance.

Christie's auction rooms debris was being 
cleared and materials salvaged, but he was 
not aware that any work of reconstruction 
had been undertaken. In the case of the 
Leicester-square Cinema, work to the esti- 
mated value of £700 was licensed, which. had 
enabled the premises to be reopened. 


Houses for Factory Workers. 

Mr. Woorron-Davies asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
and Buildings whether, when undertaking the 
construction of housing accommodation for 
factory workers, his department consulted the 
local authorities in whose areas the houses 
were to be built to ascertain whether they 
had any plans either in hand or in i 
execution; whether these could be utilised by 
his department or whether it evolved its own 

lans, using its own architects and staff in 

ndon without prior local consultation; and 
—_ had been its practice hitherto in Lanca- 
shire. 

Mr. Hicks said that consultation always 
took place in cases of this nature when the 
site of such accommodation was being selected, 
and no difficulty would occur at that stage 
in utilising the plans made by a local autho- 
rity, in connection with a housing project, 
so far as roads and services were concerned. 
Plans actually prepared for houses could not, 
however, be made use of, as the accommoda- 
tion for factory workers being constructed 
by the Ministry of Works and Buildings con- 
sisted either of hostels for single persons or 
of married quarters of a simple and stan- 
dardised one-storey type. This type of tem- 
porary construction was essential to secure 


economy in labour and materials, which could ° 


not be achieved by ordinary housing accommo- 
dation of a permanent character. 


Fees at Stonehenge. 

Sm Percy Hurp asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works and Build- 
ings if he was aware of the protest of the 
Wiltshire Education Committee against the 
charge of 6d. per head for Wiltshire children 
Visiting the national monument at Stone- 
henge; and whether children in charge of 
teachers or parents would in future be 
admitted without fee. 

Mr. Hicks said that the answer to the first 
part of the question was in the ——— In 
regard to the second part, parties of children, 
accompanied by teachers, were admitted free 
of charge to all monuments under the control 
of his Department.

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REPAIRING WAR DAMAGE 
TO HOUSES 


LECTURE AT THE HOUSING CENTRE. 

Mn. H. Srmom, of the Ministry of Health, 
addressed a ——- of the Housing Centre, at 
13, Suffolk-street, 5.W.1, recently, his subject 
being the repair of war damage to houses. 
Miss J. Ledeboer presided. 

The lecturer said that of the total number 
of houses that suffered damage, those com- 
pletely destroyed or beyond repair formed but 
a small fraction. Usually damage was slight, 
and there were only about 10 per cent. that 
could not be made fit by first-aid repair. There 
were cases where authorities carried out 
protective repairs so as to avoid further 
deterioration, but could not make the houses 
habitable at present owing to limitations of 
materials and labour; but generally the houses 
were put more or less into a habitable con- 
dition. 

Most local authorities did the work in two 
stages. First, there was a quick run round, 
when roof and windows were patched up so 
as to make the building wind and weather- 
tight. Afterwards, and as soon as possible, 
men were sent along to rehang doors and do 
other internal irs so as to put the rooms 
into a betier condition. Under the Act of 
1939 money for first-aid repairs was available 
in the form of loans, free of interest and 
repayable after the war; but the War Damage 
Act had altered that, and first-aid repairs 
were now done free. As many as 80,000 
men were at times employed by local authori- 
ties on this work throug the country. 

The Ministry were trying to carry out 
extended and more ent repairs wher- 
ever possible, and they were anxious to see 
private owners getting on with repairs and 
claiming from the War Damage Commission. 
The Ministry attached great importance to a 
flexible standard of first-aid repairs to be 
followed as circumstances permitted.
